3A, MONACO. Laura, 3A2MD, is active almost daily on 14250 kHz (4/- ORM) 
at 2100z, sometimes on the DX net that is on that freguency and time. 


3W, VIETNAM. A station signing 3W5FM has been active over the past 
week and weekend on 14195 kHz around 1330z. No other details available 
at this time. 


5A, LIBYA. Latest word we hear on 5A is that the operation has been 
slightly delayed, but will be active on July 11. The source for this 

was UX4UA who had spoken to Toly, UT3UY, himself, and this information 
was passed on to the W2MIG's net. It has been reported that several 
individuals have been working with Toly to make sure that he is aware of 
ALL the proper documentation he will need to provide to the League. 


A5, BHUTAN. Reports of VK9NS being in Bhutan are apparently false. He 
was heard on July 3th on 14260 khz operating from Norfolk. Meanwhile, 

a station signing A510S was reported on 14247 kHz (3rd July 95) talking 
to WAAJTK and VP2VF. The station was too weak for WA4JTK to put on the 
DX net but said he would return the following day at 2200Z. No other 
OSNs have been reported since. Meanwhile, the DXNL states rumours are 
circulating that Jim, VK9NS, will be active in a few days from a rare 
location, and that he could work as A51JS from Bhutan or from Bangladesh 
(S2). So watch out for him on the usual DX frequencies. OSL via VK9NS.

Stefan, DL1FDF, will be active as VY1QRP, from July 24th 
until the 16th of October. He will be traveling through Canada:Ontario 
VE3/, Manitoba VE4/, Saskatchewan VE5/, Alberta VE6/, Brtisch Columbia 
VE7/, Nortwest Territories VE8/VY10RP and last but not least from the 
Yukon Territory as VY1QRP/p. Look for him around 0500z on 14060 or 14285 
khz. Also check the QRP frequencies on: 80m (3560 or 3690 kHz), 40m (7030 


or 7090 kHz) and 20m (14060 or 14285 kHz)

Tim, KCOPA, continues to remain active from here as 
4U/KCOPA. He was reported earlier this week on 30m CW. His CW is very 
slow, but he is giving it a try. He was also heard on 18137 kHz 1325z. 
Tim will be going ORT from SO on August 1st. 


TY, BENIN. Ken, WAAOBO (ex-TT80BO) has plans to stay in Benin several 
times during the next two years and will then become active as TY80BO. 
It has also been reported that Ken has applied for a license to operate 
from Ethiopia. This operation is planned to take place in August or 
September. Ken operates mostly in SSB on the HF bands. QSL via homecall. 


V5, NAMIBIA. Charlie, KYOA (Rocky Mountain DXAC) will be active from 
here the first part of August (KYOA says probably August 7-10th) from 
Luderitz. He then states he will be operating in other places in Namibia 
but not as heavy as his Luderitz operation. Charlie will be signing 
either V52/ZS6YG or V52YG. He will operate on CW only on 160, 80, 40 and 
30 meters.

Members of the West Island Amateur 
Radio Club (WIARC) of Montreal will be active from this small island in 
the Northumberland Strait between Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island, 
Canada between July 27th and August 3rd, with emphasis during the IOTA 
contest (July 29-30th). Pictou Island is a rare IOTA (Islands on the Air, 
NA-154) and also counts for the Canadian Islands Award group (NS-05). The 
special callsign XJ1CWI will be used. Operations will be on or near the 
following frequencies: 

CW - 1835, 3510, 7050, 10110, 14040, 18080 and 21040 kHz 

SSB - 1835, 3795, 7250, 14195, 18120 and 21320 kHz 

VHF - 50.11 and 144.3 MHZ 

RTTY- 7090 and 14090 kHz 

Satellites - RS-12 Tx 21.220, Rx 29.420, RS-15 and popular Oscars.
